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Washington Centenary Plans 


Arrangements for the celebration of 
the centenary of the postage stamp dur- 
ing the first week of May at Washington 
will include exhibitions at the National 
Museum, the Library of Congress, the 
Pan-American Union, the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, the Post Office 
Department and elsewhere; several na- 
tional radio broadcasts and one interna- 
tional network program embracing New 
York, Hollywood, Washington and Lon- 
don; a philatelic fair with bourse, auc- 
tion and other features; an essay contest 
with nine prizes for winners, a philatelic 
writers’ breakfast and a centennial ban- 
quet. 

David D. Caldwell, chairman of the 
Postage Stamp Centenary Committee of 
the Washington Philatelic Society, has 
announced that “every effort will be 
made to make the celebration all inclu- 
sive. The co-operation of all philatelic 
organizations and that of affiliated bodies 
is invited. It is our hope to provide that 
the entire celebration may be memorable 
for citizens of all classes and conditions. 
The program has been designed to afford 
entertainment and instruction for the 
whole world. It is our wish to dramatize 
as best we may the importance of fel- 
lowship and harmony among nations and 
among individuals as represented by the 
universal postal system and by the phila- 
telic hobby which has developed during 
the past 100 years from the invention 
and wide use of the adhesive postage 
stamp.” e 

The centennial observance will begin 
on Thursday, May 2, with registration 
at the Hotel Mayflower, centenary head- 
quarters, and preliminary meetings 
throughout the day. At 8 o’clock in the 
evening there will be a reception and the 
formal opening of the centenary exhibi- 
tion of rare stamps and covers at the Na- 
tional Museum. 

From Friday morning at 11 o’clock 
through Sunday evening, May 3 to 5, 
the philatelic fair will be open for busi- 
ness at the Hotel Mayflower. Details of 
plans for the bourse, auction and other 
features will be announced shortly.

American Poets 


WALT WHITMAN 

Least understood of the five poets depicted in the 
Famous Americans Series, is Walt Whitman, for his 
poems lack the simplicity and straightforwardness of the 
other poets. His christened name was “Walter” which he 
shortened to “Walt” in 1855. He was born at West 
Hills, Huntington, Long Island, May 31, 1819, and edu- 
cated in Brooklyn and New York City schools. By trade 
he was carpenter and printer, and while still in his teens 
taught school. At the age of 20 he was editor and pub- 
lisher of a weekly, which failed. He worked on many 
publications and his chief activity was to mingle among 
the common people of the metropolis, until he knew 
their manner of living, thoughts and hopes thoroughly; 
in his own words making the acquaintance of the “pow- 
erful uneducated.” Neither at his trades or as a writer 
did he achieve any financial success. His first published 
volume, “Leaves of Grass” in 1855, was the result of his wanderings, including 
a long trip to New Orleans. It attracted only ridicule or contempt from the few 
who bothered to mention it in reviews and first was given serious attention after 
Emerson praised it; praise which Emerson later recanted on second thought. His 
works were objected to as “scandalous” in many cities and on two occasions at 
least, his publishers found it expedient to withdraw editions. This had the usual 
result of such suppression, for sales skyrocketed. His later writings are elaborations 
of this first volume. During the Civil War he served as a volunteer to aid the 
sick and wounded, raising funds for supplies for them, writing and caring for their 
letters, and spending what little money he had to give them small comforts. From 
an illness contracted during these hospital visits he never fully recovered. A clerk- 
ship in the Interior Department ended after a short period in 1865, when the 
Secretary of that department refused to continue on the payroll an employee who 
wrote such objectionable things. He soon had another post in the office of the 
attorney-general, but lost this as a result of a stroke of paralysis in 1873. From 
then until his death on March 27, 1892 he lived at Camden, N. J., for some years 
with his brother. There is irony in the popularity of his works, for they were 
intended to be read by the multitude, yet these folk could not understand them 
and so the poems are appreciated chiefly by the literary aristocracy.

The British government has lifted the 
ban it had announced on the series of 
stamps promised for the Centenarv of 
Adhesive Postage Stamps. Widespread 
objection, with pointed comments in the 
press of a country where stamp issues 
and their designs are taken much more 
griously than on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, are believed to have forced officials 
to rescind their decision not to issue the 
stamps. One comment noted prior to 
this referred to the “deplorable defeatist 
attitude” in calling off the Centenary 
series because of the war. It is expected 
that the stamps, once more definitely 


| scheduled, will be issued on May 6. 


Unofficial Reports Promise a 
U.S. Centenary Postage Stamp 


Reports from various sources, none 
official, indicate that the U. S. will very 
likely issue a stamp, of 5c denomination, 
for the centenary of introduction of ad- 
hesive postage stamps. Practically the 
only drawback to early official announce- 
ment of such an issue is the wish to have 
it of such a nature that neutrality sen- 
timent will not be infringed. The prob- 
lem of the design is also being seriously 
considered, as the reproduction of the 
Penny Black within the design and con- 
sequent showing of Queen Victoria’s 
head is thought not suitable under pres- 
ent circumstances. A symbolical design 
is believed the most likely one to be 
chosen.

Editor’s Siethost 


PUBLICITY An officer of a national so- 

ciety not so long ago com- 
plained in print that his society did not 
receive publicity in the proportion war- 
ranted by its activities and membership 
size, and that the philatelic press was, in 
short, discriminating against his society. 
As a matter of fact the philatelic press 
has been generous in devoting space to 
club activities, local and national. That 
is as it should be. It is easy for the clubs 
to obtain publicity of their activities and 
the corollary of that statement is that 
those not obtaining publicity have only 
themselves to blame. Of the particular 
society in question, one could truthfully 
state that publicity releases to the phila- 
telic press are as rare as pairs of Mrs. 
Hind’s 1c British Guiana. 

It is not practical for the philatelic 
press to send out reporters as a newspa- 
per does, because philatelic news is scat- 
tered much more thinly over a much 
wider area and the expense of obtaining 
complete coverage would no doubt exceed 
the total spent on stamps by philately. 
By the very nature of things, the stamp 
papers serve principally as a medium

through which philatelic news is dis- 
tributed. The news itself comes from a 
chief of 
which are the “volunteer reporters,” many 
of them club officers whose duty to their 
club is to try to obtain publicity. If that 
officer fails to send the item, and no one 
else does, the item usually doesn’t reach 
print; telepathy being what it is. 
Considerable difference of opinion ex- 
ists concerning of just what news con- 
sists. As an instance, there are local club 
election results, which are obviously of 
no interest whatsoever to subscribers not 
residents of that locality. Admittedly it 
is good business for the publisher to 
crowd out real news to find space for 


election returns as everyone likes to see 


their name in print—and consequently 
good will is created for the publisher at 
the expense of the majority of the sub- 
scribers who aren’t officers of anything. 
Interesting things—philatelically interest- 
ing—happen in every town, every club; 
yet few of these must reach print due to 
local neglect of publicity opportunities. 
The visit of the Philatelic Truck, first 
flights of new air mail routes, and first 
day sales of new stamps are several lead- 
ing philatelic events presenting golden 
publicity opportunities which nine times 
out of the proverbial ten are in a word: 
muffed. 

There are other things which should 
be considered in respect to publicity, and 
many of these could be learned if pub- 
licity chairmen were to study the items 
printed in the stamp press, noting what 
kind and particularly the ones that are 
of little or no interest. Many a good 
publicity release is wasted effort because 
it is sent too late. Commonest error of 
all is to omit essential facts, such as time 
and place. Adjectives are often mistaken 
for facts and the blue pencil makes a 
clean sweep of them. To say that “at- 
tendance was large” or that a talk was 
“well received” is pointless, for everyone 
knows that if the opposite was true, no 
publicity chairman would admit it. Spell- 
ing is another weak point of many a re- 
lease—the worst of all minor crimes is 
supposedly that of misspelling a person’s 
name. Club names too should be ac- 
curate and it doesn’t make things easy 
for the publisher to receive an item in 
which one sentence refers to the “Big 
City Stamp Club” and then farther on 
as the “Big City Philatelic Society.” 

Publicity is an important item in the 
success of a stamp club, and it shouldn’t 
be treated as an unusually unwelcome 
in-law.

The Stamps of British Columbia 


By E. W. PERSON 


British Columbia and Vancouver Is- 
land were originally separate colonies. 
In 1856, Sir James Douglas, Chief Factor 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company, was ap- 
pointed Governor of Vancouver Island. 
In 1857 gold was discovered on the 
mainland and the following year British 
Columbia was made a colony with Sir 
James, Governor of it as well. The fact 
that he remained in this dual position 
accounts for the fact that the first stamp 
was issued for both colonies. It was for 
two pence halfpenny, bearing the picture 
of the Queen’s head in profile, and the 
name “British Columbia” above and 
“Vancouver Island” below. This stamp 
remained in use from 1861 to 1865. 
Some were perforated and others were 
not. From this date till their union in 
1866, each colony had different stamps. 
Those of Vancouver’s Island were a 5 
cent rose and a 10 cent blue. The stamp 
in use in British Columbia was a 3d. 
blue. 

After the union of the two colonies 
and the introduction of the decimal 
coinage, sheets of stamps printed from 
the same plate as the one last described 
were surcharged with value in cents. 
These stamps continued in use until 
July 20th, 1871, the date on which 
British Columbia became a Province of 
the Dominion of Canada. 

In the early “sixties” mails from 
British Columbia came east by way of 
San Francisco. The custom was, for the 
sender to put on British stamps, then, 
in San Francisco, American stamps were 
added and the British Columbia Govern- 
ment charged with additional postage.

The Data Omitted From The Government’s Stamp Book 





TRANS-PACIFIC AIR MAIL STAMPS—ISSUE OF 1937 


This special issue of stamps of the denominations of 20c and 50c was 


announced by the Postmaster General on Feb. 1, 


1937. They were issued in 


anticipation of the inauguration on March 24 of the extension of the trans-Pacific 
air mail route beyond Manila (the then terminus) to Macao and Hong Kong, 
China, and resultant changes in the rates of postage for the trans-Pacific service. 

Both stamps are the same dimensions and design as the 25c trans-Pacific air 
mail stamp issued in 1935, except for the necessary changes in denomination and 
the omission of the date “November 1935” found above the plane on the 25c. The 
20c was printed in green and the 50c in carmine, from flat plates of 200 subjects 
which were issued at post offices in sheets of 50 without straight edges. 

The new stamps were placed on first day sale’ at the Philatelic Agency, 
Washington, D. C. on Feb. 15, 1937 so that collectors would have time to obtain 


the stamps to prepare first flight covers. 


Due to delays, the first flight did not take place until April 21, 1937 when the 
plane left San Francisco. On that date the new and lower rates to Philippines 
and intermediate points went into effect, rendering the 25c stamp of the 1935 
issue almost useless, unless used in combination with other stamps. The new rate 
was 20c to Hawaii, 40c to Guam, 50c to the Philippines, and 70c to Macao and 


Hong Kong. 


The use of these stamps on any air mail, whether trans-Pacific or otherwise, 


is authorised. They are not valid for payment of ordinary postage, and at present

Mint 5c 1847 Found on Cover 


It’s one for Ripley that recently a fine 
mint copy of the 5c 1847 was found 
on a cover in Columbus, Ohio. A small 
find of these stamps both 5c and 10c, 
was made by Carl Sachs—who is better 
known as a precancel collector than for 
finding early U. S. One of the covers 
bore a blue Buffalo, N. Y., postmark of 
1850 in the upper right corner, while in 
the upper left corner was a single 5c 
without a cancellation. The stamp is 
worth considerably more unused than on 
cover and very much more if with orig- 
inal gum. Mr. Sachs was debating 
whether to soak the cover and while 
handling the cover, bent it where the 
stamp was affixed and immediately the 
stamp flew off. Upon close inspection 
the stamp was found to have full gum 
and under a glass there was almost no 
trace at all of the outlines of the stamp 
on the cover, indicating that the clerk 
who affixed the stamp 90 years ago had 
been sparing of his tongue when affixing 
that particular stamp. The stamp, be- 
cause of its mint condition, sold recently 
for $65 (and luck would have it, the 
thing had good margins too!).

Peruvian Postal Rates 





A letter for local delivery in a Peruvian 
city requires only 2 centavos postage 
(less than 4c U. S.), a letter addressed 
to a point outside the city of origin re- 
quiring 10 centavos postage. 2c is the 
minimum local rate for all kinds of mail, 
applying to letters not over 20 grams in 
weight or printed matter not exceeding 
50 grams. The late fee for letters is an 
additional 10c, registration or receipts 
are 20c extra and express service whether 
local or interurban is 10c in addition to 
postage. 


New Zealand Air Mail 
Indefinite 


No definite promises have been made 
by officials, postal or aviation, concerning 
when the trans-Pacific air mail service to 
New Zealand may be inaugurated. The 
war has discouraged attempts to establish 
the line and the thousands of covers, are 
for the time being, held at dispatch of- 
fices awaiting some definite decision. It 
is believed that at least one German 
naval vessel is at large in the Pacific and 
this, coupled with the current disputes 
over British delay and inspection of U. S. 
mails, are believed responsible for the 
indecision of officials.

The official description of the design 
common to the five values of the Poets 
Series is as follows: 

“The central subjects are enclosed 
in inner and outer frames of Georg- 
jan design, between which at the top 
js the inscription “U. S. Postage.” 
Below the portrait frame is a hori- 
zontal tablet containing on a white 
ground the denomination designation 
at each end with the word “Cent” or 
“Cents” between, separated by an 
ornamental shield-shaped panel in 
which is depicted in white on a solid 
background a reproduction of the 
winged horse Pegasus, which forms 
the symbol of this group. All letter- 
ing is in solid gothic.”

An exceptional dark shade of the Ic 
Presidential sheet stamp was noted the 
other day on some stamps received in 
blocks in a remittance. It was a true 
dark shade and not due to improperly 
wiped plates. Frequently, darker or 
softer-toned shades are noted on current 
stamps, almost invariably though being 
due to the surface of the plate not being 
wiped clean of ink, resulted in the whole 
sheet, where normally the paper should 
be white, being instead tinged faintly 
the color of the stamp. This is especially 
noticeable on sheet margins. 





Trying to get all the combinations of 
the plate numbers of the 6c airmail 
stamp? According to the January Bureau 
Specialist the total combinations now re- 
ported are: 264 combinations from left 
panes and 290 from right panes, if you 
collect them that way; or a total of 335 
different combinations of numbers irre- 
spective of panes. 


How long does a stamp plate last? 
This question is answered by Hugh M. 
Southgate in the course of some plate 
number notes in the latest Bureau Spe- 
cialist. Normal output of a press is 7500 
sheets in an 8-hour day. A pair of Fa- 
mous American plates on a rotary press 
would have to be run about 40 such days 
to produce 75 million stamps, which in- 
dicates why the total number of plates 
for the Authors was brought up to four 
for each denomination, as otherwise 





there is a possibility the stamps could 
not be printed fast enough for the first 
of the first day sales. The average output 
of a plate between chromium platings is 
30,000 to 40,000 impressions. Hugh writes 
that average life of a plate is probably 
half a million sheets, though many have 
been used for a million or more impres- 
sions. 





As may have been noted, it will be 
possible to obtain some of the Presiden- 
tials (1c and 2c) from printings before 
and since the plates were made “Con- 
vertible.” A check of plate number lists 
will be necessary. It should be noted that 
the only change reported in making the 
plates convertible was addition of a hori- 
zontal line in the right sheet margin op- 
posite the gutter between the upper and 
lower right panes.

David Joffo of Chicago has supplied 
Kent B. Stiles, New York Times Stamp 
Editor and commentator in Scott’s 
Monthly Journal with much additional 
information on stamps of modern Af- 
ghanistan. Mr. Joffo was diplomatic and 
financial adviser to Nadir Khan and his 
current successor, his son Zahir Khan 
Shah. As a result of Mr. Joffo’s explana- 
tions, a number of doubtful points on 
the stamps of 1930 to date are cleared 
up. It is learned that the bearded per- 





sonage depicted on 1937 and 1938 com- 
memoratives is the late Nadir Shah who 
succeeded Amanullah in 1929 and was 
assassinated in 1934. 

Leading reason for incorrect captions 
on Afghan illustrations has been appar- 
ently that country’s policy of not cele- 
brating anniversaries in the proper year. 
The 1932 series which commemorates the 
coronation in 1930 of Nadir Khan, was 
issued by the king as a token of grati- 
tude to Mr. Joffo who upon being re- 
quested to state how the king could show 
his appreciation of services rendered, re- 
plied “Say it with stamps, your maj- 
esty.” Mr. Joffo received some imper- 
forate gift sheets, autographed by the 
postmaster general, of these stamps. The 
1934 commemorative stamp was issued 
to commemorate the coronation of Zahir 
Shah that year, while the 1936 and 1937 
commemoratives actually commemorate 
the second and third anniversaries. The 
upright rectangular stamp of 1938 de- 
picting the bearded Nadir Khan (instead 
of his son as captioned) commemorates 
the 20th anniversary of independence, 
which was celebrated in 1938 though the 
date of the treaty of Rawalpindi is Au- 
gust 8, 1919 and this is Afghanistan’s 
“Independence Day.” The treaty was 
with Britain and followed a war which 
both parties fail to agree on regarding 
who won. Nadir Khan was at the time 
commander of all Afghan forces. Type 
A77 was issued by the youthful Zahir 
Shah as a mark of appreciation to Mr. 
Joffo, who again answered a question 
with “Say it with stamps, your majesty.” 

Mr. Joffo is in this country at present 
in arranging plans for Afghanistan to 
popularize its stamp paper by moderniz-

Goose Egg Post Office 


Recently we commented on the nam- 
ing of a new Wyoming post office 
“Goose Egg,” and Norman D. King of 
Cheyenne comes through with some in- 
formation on this office’s peculiar name. 
It seems the office is located at the site 
of the Goose Egg Ranch made famous 
in Owen Wister’s novel “The Virginian.” 
The ranch was the scene of the hilarious 
(but quite fictitious) episode of the Vir- 
ginian being snubbed by the school 
teacher, getting drunk and then chang- 
ing the clothes on the babies “parked” 
by parents at the dance, resulting in 
parents reaching home with the wrong 
infant but the right clothes. The ranch 
is located at the mouth of Poison Spider 
Creek where it enters the Platte River. 








® South Africa’s censor label is bilingual, 
like its stamps and postmarks.

® Portugal has in preparation a series 
commemorating the Portuguese Legion. 
10,000 sets with a face value of 18c U. S. 
are being printed. 
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The Poland stamps issued for the post- 
office in the former Free City of Danzig 
are now being dangerously forged. New 
York dealers are therefore asking collect- 
ors to be cautious when they buy these 
stamps. At this moment I would like to 
personally caution all you readers that in 
the case of any overprinted stamp to be 
sure of its source. 





At last, for the first time since last 
August, when the war was declared, a few 
new French pictorials have been received 
here in New York. These stamps were 
printed before the war, but have just 
now been received. These stamps will 
be of little use as postage, because the 
postage rates were changed before their 
actual appearance. New York dealers are 
speculating whether there will be a nat- 
ural scarcity of these stamps. 





As a result of the meeting called by 
the New York Sun, attended by stamp 
dealers here, the Sun stamp section will 
not accept any advertisement of New Is- 
sues showing prices. It seemed odd the 
other day to read the advertising section, 
noting that the New Issue section only 
mentioned stamps and no prices. The 
Sun is asking other newspapers to co- 
operate with them.

Fred J. Melville 


One of the most famous persons in the 
history of philatelic literature passed 
away on Jan. 12th with the death of Fred 
J. Melville at London at the age of 57. 
Mr. Melville had been active in philately 
ever since a boy and 41 years ago organ- 
ized the Junior Philatelic Society, hold- 
ing the position of President until his 
death. A popular lecturer, whose chief 
interest was the junior collector, his many 
serious works on stamps represent a 
great number of volumes, on a surprising 
array of countries and issues. His own 
philatelic library contained nearly ten 
tons of material. He has lectured in the 
U. S. and throughout the British Isles, 
illustrating many of his talks with slides. 
Melville is credited with having pro- 
duced more philatelic literature than any 
other writer, all of it reliable in its data 
and used as reference books by collectors 
throughout the world. 


Pitcairn's John Adams 


Some confusion might result by the 
description of one of the coming Pitcairn 
Island stamps, which it is stated will de- 
pict the “house of John Adams.” This 
was not the second President of the 
United States, nor is it likely he was a 
namesake either since the famous mu- 
tiny on the Bounty took place on April 
28, 1789. On that date, Pitcairn’s John 
Adams was engaged in assisting his cap- 
tain and some loyal sailors into a long 
boat, while the Massachusetts’ Adams 
was preparing for his inauguration two 
days later as first Vice-President of the 
United States at New York City. The 
reason for depicting John Adams on the 
Pitcairn Island stamp is that he was the 
last survivor of the mutineers, and for 
years had guided the little colony through 
difficult times.
